generation afterwards, 
so as completely to im- 
pair their action, The 
muscles which are thus 
paralysed are on the Jott 
side, and the immediate 
cause of roxrivg is the 
drooping of one of the 
cartilages at the opening 
of the windpipe. An 
operation has been per- 
formed sometimes with 
success by cutting away 
this depressed cartilage;

(Northampton) ; twenty-one for the Chester Cup ; twenty for the 
City and Suburban ; nineteen for the Great Metropolitan Stakes and 
the Cambridgeshire Trial Plate ; eighteen for the Ascot Trial Stakes 
and. Lewes Grand Handicap; seventeen for the Glasgow Plate 
(Epsom Summer); sixteen for the Groat Northamptonshire, a 
Handicap Plate at Newmarket, July, Great Yorkshire Handicap 
(Doneaster Autumn), the Great Eastern Railway Handicap (New- 
market I’, O,), and a ILandieap Sweopstakes at Newmarket S. O, ;

POULTRY PLAGUE, 

The gravily of the case must plead our apology for quoting the follow- 
ing from the Times:—“ The disease among poultry, which caused so 
much destruction some time since, and which it was hoped had dis- 
appoared, has again broken out with great violence in the department 
ot toe Kure and the adjoin'ng districts. One farmer iv the commune of 
Jamericourt bas Jost 850 hens. No explanation oan be given of this 
uewmealady, While writing, until a remedy can be discovered for it, 
precautionary measures are adopted, The fret precaution is preat 
clesniiness, and the frequent washing of the hen-houses with lime water 
to destroy the insects which torment the fowl It is very benefieial to 
fumigate the hen-roosts from time to time by burning near them a 
handful of brushwood, The Journal dala Fe me, not. cing the disease, 
observes that in a well-kept poultry-yard fowls are not ouly less sub- 
ject to dis-ase, but they become fatter, better flavoured when brought 
to table, and less tormented with insects, The poultry-yards of Frauce, 
however, are in process of improvement, They are not only bettor 
cleansed, but the breed is being improved by being crossed, according 
10 the Bystem of the celewrated Knglish physiologist, Dr, Darwin.” 

One of the best writ ra on poultry, Mr. Jacque, advocates, on the tes- 
timony of those who do nothing for a livelihood but fatten poultry in 
raneo, that the birds undergoing the process shall never be cleaned 
out, affirmivg that the filth in which they live contributes to their well- 
doing. No faliacy can be greater. 

Without in any way detracting from the merits of French table 
poultry, it may be safely aaid that in this country we succeed in fatten- 
ing fowls at &@ much eariier age than they do in France, and that wp at- 
tain as great weight as they do with birds twice as old, Our system, 
then, is worth something, snd in it the greatest cleanliness is practised, 
‘lo enwure it to the fullest porsib'e extent, and to prevent the possibility 
of any dirt, the bottoms of the fattening-coops are made of bars only, 
‘he birds sit thereon in a roosting position, while everything objec- 
tionablo in its nature falléthrough to the ground. The gize, fa'ness, 
ond quality oan only be attained by takiug advantage of every favour- 
able circumstance, and cleanliness is Ove of them, ‘I'hat which is good 
for table poultry is good for stock birds, hey cannot be kept too 
clean, 

The article we have quoted spesks of insects, and wo know these 
pests are productive of much disease; but there ia a remedy for them. 
"hey appear mostly in wet weather, and as we are likely to have much 
of that now, it will be well to be prepared for it, Fowls in confine. 
nent reqsire the same help against them that Partridges and Pheasants 
do 10 & state of nature. ‘Those who study the habits of these birds 
know what it is to find them, what is techuically termed, dusting them- 
selves, abd the traces of the operation are found in all dry spots where 
these birds abound, [tis not the luxury that ia imagined; itis a pousi- 
tive necessity. It is the means they employ to rid themselves of ver- 
min, For this reason, in a wet tiwe, it iy common to see under a beet- 
ling bank, among the roots of a tree where the rain has not reached, 
that Partridges have been dusting, We must provide our fowls with 
the same opportunity. Let the floors of their roosting-houses and 
their haunts be covered some inches deep with dust, or, if that ia not 
convenient, let them have in one corner of some other dry place a good 
lieap of dust or wood ashes, Mix therewith some black sulphur, and 
you will see how the fowls appreciate it. You will always have them 
constantly in health, If it cen bedone, divide them; do rot let too 
many reost in one house, aud choose the places as lofty and airy aa you 
can,  LLime-white the houses frequently, and put camphor in their 
water-vossels, 

We do not wish to be alarmists. We do not think the disease will 
visit us, but we think it wise to adopt all precautionary measures,

the appointment of arbitrators rests exclusively with a single individual 
instead of being the selection of the whole of the Committee, The Com- 
mitteo very curtly shelve every remonatrance, as was the case a few years 
back with the memorial which then obtained the signatures of so many 
poultry amateurs, and was at the time fruitlessly presented. This will 
as certainly be the fate of any future application, Exhibitors un- 
doubtedly have a right to a voice and a proper consideration of their 
appeals for even-handed justice; but if these are still refused them by 
the Managers of the Bingley- Hall Show, it is an absolute waste of time 
to persist in the endeavour to turn them from their error. 

In case of another refusal this year, a remedy is now close at hand, 
that once applied will tend much to the popularity of the Show, and 
algo its extension more than heretofore, and put an end to all such un- 
seomly agitations. My suggestion is this, Let an entirely new Com- 
mitteo be chosen from parties only whose desire is rather to see a good 
show of poultry and pigeons for Birmingham, than a mere exhibition o 
agricultural implements, to which purpose of late years the shows at 
Bingley-Hall have been so sadly perverted. A far more eligible build- 
ing is now fast drawing to completion, Ourzon-Hall, situated still 
nearer to the railways, intinitely better lighted and warmed, and con- 
taining a gallery all round sufficiently large to hold considerably more 
entries than have been as yet ever made for a Birmingham Show. 

ivery one who has seon the Birmingham poultry and at Bing- 
ley-Hall, well knows how very short of present requirements such pens 
are. In fact, they appear modelled from bygone plans, and totally de~ 
feat the principal object—that of allowing a correct sight of the speci- 
mens; for most of tho bottom rows are so dark as to render inspection 
a downright impossibility. Ifthe poultry and the pigeons were con- 
joined to the Dog Show—that is, so far as being held at the same time 
and place, on the ground floor and gallery respectively, the attendance 
of visitors to amply repay all expenses, independently of a substantial 
balance accruing from year to year, might be with certainty realised; 
and then, if Bingley-Hall can support itself under the restrictions of a 
show of fat cattle, sheep, pigs, and implements only so much the better; 
if not, the couservatism of present abuses has alono the merit of its 
downfall, for the now poultry exhibition will still have annual increase 
and prosperity. 

It is not my intention to touch exclusively on the appointment of

HER MAJESTY'S THEATRE. 

Ono result of tho performance of Weber's surprisingly great musical 
work on Baturday evening, was to make it more than ever apparent to 
the minds of the more skilled judges that “Der Freischutz” can never 
be given with due effect by Italian singers in the Italian language. Out 
of Germany it has never been rendered with more than partial success, 
except by German singers, From the affluitios of the English and 
German languages, the nearest approach to thorough success has 
been achieved by ‘* Der Freischutz” in Kogland, where no unnatural 
demands are made on the composer, as thoy are, both upon the Italian 
and French lyric stages. Upon its first production at the English Opera 
Houro, in 1844, it is true, the most preposterous liberties were taken 
with the composer's work, with the idea of adapting it to the popular 
taste of the day—tho late Sir Henry Bishop even going so far us to 
EYceene to write entirely now music ofhis owa to the German * book,” 

ut the hold which Wober’s music took upon the public liking was the 
result ofa real sympathy which, from that time, has been developed 
until it hes become second only in strength to that felt by the Teutonic 
mind, Iinely represented on the Knglish stage, either inthe Nuoglish 
or German languages, * Der Preischatz” would now meet with an 
assured success, Of the performance on Saturday evening not much 
can fairly be said in the way of praise. Mr. Santley’s Oaspar dis- 
appoints us. }’rom nervousness, or from some cther cause, he fails to 
make the impression Which his magnificent voice and power of 
vigorous acting 8vem supereminently fit him to prodace, His sing- 
ing of the famous drinking song lacks something of the wild abandon 
we looked for. Still, all deductions made, this ilercély-expressed song 
of merriment has not been more finely rendered in London since it 
was given by the late Herr Staudigl. “Much moro compictaly gatie-. 
factory is his execution of the trying air at the close ot the first act 
As Agata, Mdlle. Titiens has a character and music in which ahe is 
able to display niuch of her great vocal and dramatic power, and the 
effect she produces, in both regards, is emphatic. ‘I'le hovours of the 
performance belong to her, ‘Lhe Annotta of Madame Sinico is a 
ploasiug rendering of the pirt, the singer's cloir,yoico aud sprightly 
manner telling advantageously. It would be kind to “Mdlie fai,” 
perhaps, to say nothing about her singing of the Bolo introduction to 
the * Bridesmaids’ Chorus:” solo and chorus were utterly ineffective 
on Haturday evenivg, Hqually wautiog in effectivenoss way the 
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rendering of the finely dramatic ‘‘ Huntsman’s Chorus.” Nothing catt 
wholly destroy the impressivenoss of the incantation scene—60 
wonderfuily marked and sustained in the character of the weird 
music; but, as Zamiel, Sinor Taccani’s diablerie touches closely upon 
the border of the ludicrous, and provokes smiles rather than shuddore. It 
is easier to “ play the devil” in a destructive than in a creative s6nse; 
Signor Taccani is not the first representative of Zamiel who has 
practically exemplified this. The mounting and scenery of the opora are 
ona liberal scale, and Mr. Telbin was called before the curtain in ac~ 
knowledgment of the picturesquo beauty of his “ Wolf's Glen.” 


DRURY LANE, : 

“Macbeth” and “Comus,” which have formed the sole entertain- 
ment given at this theatre since the opening of tho season, # month 
back, were withdrawn on Saturday evening last, and “ Julius Ceasar, 
preceded by a revived farceof Mr. Edmund Falconer’s, were given 1 
their stead. As the tragedy was only intended to be played for a few 
nights, before the production of “King John,” upon which tho 
whole strength of the management is being brought to boar, no more 
than ordinary pains have been taken with tho present play. No short- 
coming, either scenic or decorative, was to be detected by the audience, 
however, the great material resources of the theatre furnishing all that 
is pecessary to the handsome presentment of the whole Shakesporan 
repertoire. ‘The Brutus of Mr. Phelps is now, what it has always been, 
the finest on the modern stage, Cassius and Mare Antony were re- 
presented by Mr. Swinbourne and Mr. James Anderson, Casca by Mr. 
A. Rayner. Mr. Edmund Phelps, as Julius Casar, had acharacter too 
large for him to fill; but, while there was nothing admirablo, there was 
a good deal that was meritorious in his performance. ‘I'he Portia of 
Miss Atkinson was, in many aspects, excellent, the fault of it was that 
it was too physically demonstrative. ‘Lo the immense audience who 
were assembled on Saturday evening, however, all appeared to be 
praiseworthy, and, consequently, the applanse given was hearty and 
abundant. ‘he farce which served as a lever de rideau is entitled 
“Husbands Beware,” and was written aud producsd at the Lyceum, 
for one night only, if we remember rightly, about the time when Mr. 
Narey was giving his popular demonstrations of the art of horse-tam- 
ing, a4 practised by himself. The chief character is a Mrs, Professor 
Snafiles (Miss Hazlewood), a lady who, on the strength of having 
perfectly succeeded in “ taming” her own lord and master, undertakes 
to operate upon two wild husbands, and an incidental friend of theirs, 
with the viow of restoring them totheir wives and propriety, She suc- 
ceeds entirely, There are some laughable situations in the piece, and 
the dialozuo, & little too grave here and there, is pointedly written. 
Mr. G. Belmoro, as the broken-in-husbaud of the lady Professor i8 
enormously diverting when, urged on by the incidental friend, and 
sustaiued by the courage that is got out of too much wine, he attempts 
to recover his antecedent freedom,and ignominionsly fails, The two 
ill-used wives in whose behalf Mrs. Professor Snatiles has exerted hor 
man-taming skill, are gracefully played by Miss Rose Leclercq and Miss 
E. Falconer. The characters of the ill-regulated husbands are per- 
formed by Mr. Charles Harcourt and Mr. ©. Warner, the incidentel 
friend by Mr. F, Baraby; allthree play with spirit, which is as much 
as they are called upon to do, 


8ST. JAMES’S. 

After the performance of ‘'Caught in the Toils” on Monday even- 
ing, Mr. Mark Lemon's five-and-twenty year old Olympic comedivtta 
—but retouched and rechristened by the author-—was brought out 
here under the titleof “ ‘The St. James’s Ladies’ Club,” and will hold 
its place, we fancy, for some weeks to come. Both in construction and 
in the pointing of its dialogue it belongs to a bygone school of dramatic 
composition ; but it gains in interest, to a certain extent, from this 
very fact. Inthe character of the eloquent Mra. Fitzsmyth Miss 
Herbert has an opportunity which she does not lose—of displaying to 
the full her powers of representing to the life the femme du monde. 
With the exception of Mr. Walter Lacy and Mr. Frank Matthews, the 
whole of the leading members of the compauy are pressed into the 
cast, which thus becomes unusually stroug. The laughter evoked by 
their performance was loud and continuous. Mr. Robson appears as 
Mr. Fitzsmytb, wonderfully repeating the voice and gestures of his 
father, and at the same time exhibiting not a little of his father’s 
humour. By the way, we must not conclade this notice without 

rotesting against the extremely bad taste and wantof artistic 
eeling exhibited by Mr. Belton in wearing moustachios 
while performing the part of Fiammer, a livery servant in 
powder ; Miss Herbert would bo doing good service to the profession 
of which she is a mistress by holping to put down this moustache cox- 
combry, which has for years been an offence upon tke stage. The 
actor Who cares more for his moustache than for his art we hold to be 
& standing injury to the profession into which he intrudes himself. 


SADLER'S WELLS. 

The advent of a new actor with a proviucial reputation is always an 
event of more than passing interest, for in the present dearth of good 
actors Wo are constantly on the look out for “the coming man.” Mr. 
Cowper, a gentleman who, if we may judge from our correspondenw’s 
notices, is almost worshipped in Liverpool, made his bow to a Metro- 
politan audience on Saturday night, inthe character of Claude Mel- 
notte, and achieved a success, We bave sitco seen Mr, Cowper as 
Hamlet, aud taking the points of both performances into consideration 
We pronounce him a good, useful,and entirely reliable man to lead such 
4 company as thatnow performingat Sadler's Wells. Mr. Cowper comes

He was 
well received in both characters by his audiences, and we havo no hesi- 
tation in pronouncing his debut a perfect success. That he is not 
“the coming man” is certain, but that he is a great acquisition to 
our ranks of London actors is equally patent. ‘he very worst. bur- 
lesque wo ever saw is that of “ Arrah-na-brogue” now being played 
at thia house, It is supported by Miss Minnie Davis, aud Mr, Joho 
Rouse, who must be heartily ashamed of the tigures they cut.

RETRIAVERSA. 


No distinct recognised breed of re- 
trievers exists, unless we make an ox- 
ception in favour of the silver-coloured 
Trish water spaniel and the rough 
Russian, Tho Karl of Cardigan, Sir 
George Wombwell, Sir John Lister 
Lister-Kaye, and many well-known 
sportsmen, possess their own breed of 
dogs, used for retrieving from land or 
water; but there is no established 
breed. Good retrievers are to be 
found of all breeds. Thirty years ago 
William Evans, now, woe believe, head- 
keeper to Lord Fitzwilliam, had a 
famous retriever, by a bloodhound of 
the late Lord Ducie's outof a mastiff. 
“Oraven” (author of the “ Young 
Sportsman’s Mauunal”) describes a 
celebrated land and water retriever, 
of a breed “ between a bull dog anda 
smooth terrier.” 5 

An English retriever, whether 
smooth or curly-coated, should ba 
black or black and tan, or black with 
tabby or brindled legs, the brindled 
legs being indicative of the Labrador 
origin, We give the preference from

In planting trees between old estab- 
lished ones against walls, a hole of 
considerable sizo should be made for 
the young trees, and filled with fresh 
compost. In preparing new soil for 
planting fruit trees endeavour to keep 
it as dry as possible, and choose a dry 
day for planting, that the soil may be 
favourable to the growth of | Bare 
roots. ‘The present time is also the 
most favourable for lifting and root- 
pruning such trees as are too 
luxuriant, and require checking to in- 
duce afrnitful habit, We prefer lift- 
ing the trees entirely, unloss they are 
very large, to cutting off the roots as 
they stand, After shortening the 
roots proportionably to the strength 
of the tree, spread them out near the 
surface and fill in with compost, on 
which a mulching of half-rotten dung 
should be spread, to prevent frostfrom 
entering the ground, But while the 
above is often necessary with existing 
treos planted in too rich or too deep 
borders, it should be borne in mind 
that itis only a palliative measure, 
aud, in the course of a few years, will 
require repeating, unless moasures aro 
at the samo time taken to make the 
borders shallower or pooreras the caso 
may be. We are of opinion that 
most wall trees would be more fruitful 
were their roots confined to borders of 
vory limited extent compared to what 
is generally the case, and by which 
the balance between the roots and 
branches could be adjusted without 
the trouble and expense of lifting and 
root-pruning. Olear off the remaining 
Jeaves from wall trees, to give the wood 
the advantage of aun and air to assist 
its ripening. . 

FLOWER GARDEN,

f he knows what he has stated to be true, why does he avoid giving 
his address ?—if ho is an honourable man, what has he to fear—cer- 
tainly not a pugilistic cncounter—for, although with the poet, I 
hold it to be worst of argument, and therefore should be the last, yet 
I sbould be most happy to carry out your suggestion of obtaining the

What a weight has that simple statement removed from the braast of 
many an actor, who, labouring under the impression that Dudley was 
the man thoy had to look to for payment of their salaries, had given 
up all hope of recovering ono farthing for services rendered. But the 
gallant recy 8 letter shows plainly who is responsible for the 
actions of this “ faithful servant,” and consequently removes all doubt 
as to who is the proper person to sue for their mousy. 

Mr. Morton Price says, “ T told the rebels” (meaning thoso whom 
he vulgarly terms as having ‘ Struck work ”) “ that thoy were only 
cutting their own throats; for, if they refused to proceed with the per- 
formance they would get no money at all.” Now, the latter portion 
of his sentence we fully believe, but, if the former be true, what be- 
comes of the fact that those who stood by him till the last, those whom 
even Mr. Morton Price would not designate as rebels, those who did 
not scruple to set tho scones for him (tho scano shifters and carpentors 
having also ‘‘ struck work”), even thoso good and faithful servants 
nover roceived one farthing of their salaries from that moment.

one moment from the time tho disturbance commenced, and therefore, 
as Ido not rejoice in the powors of either the Prostidigitateur or the 
Ventriloquish I cannot see how I could have performed ¢o gentle- 
manly a feat. However, as the faults of a man will never blind me to 
the virtues he may ponsess, should be unjust were I to conclude with- 
out returning on behalf of the company my heartfelt thanks to Mr. 
Morton Prico for the noble and &onerons manner in which he has come 
forward to exonerate his faithful servant,” Mr, Charles Dudloy, 
and thereby, although at the sacrifice of himself, prevented many of 
us from falling into the error of suing the wrong man.

JOHN ROBERTS (THE CHAMPION) AND 8. BUNTING (OF 
MANOHESTER). 

On Monday evening John Roberts played his first metropolitan 
match, since arriving in this country from Australia, with S, Bunting, 
of Manchester, the lattor receiving 400 points out of 1000.' The game 
took place at Mr. Richard Kowland’s, Crown Hotel, Rupert-street, Hay- 
market, on a now table by Messrs. Oox and Yoman, of London. Mr, 
Bunting opened the game with an accidental miss out of baulk, his op- 
ponent attompting a “jonny” into tho right-hand middlo pocket, but 
failing, Mr, Bunting followed suit, made tho first * losing” hazard, and 
gave . miss under the loft cushion after scoring up to 9. Roberts 
played and scored a braco and then a red hazard, when Bunting got 
hold of the balls and mado up to 31. Alternate strokes afterwards 
showed tho game 446—57, when Roberts nrade his first spot stroke, but 
failed to go further, as he pocketed his own ball, then played a double 
baulk, but did not succeed in making it, and lol[t the red a couple of 
inches'qut. Bunting gave a miss, and presently scored to 451, when 
Roberts tcok the cue in hand and commenced with a “loser,” then a 
cannon, and afterwards getting the balls over tho right hand 
middle pocket, played the deuce and ail with dribbling cannons, Ile 
then scored another losing hazard, and subseqently made a “stick” 
cannon, put in the red, but played rather strongly, and had to strike 
from the cushion, when he, with great skill, scored a capital losing 
hazard. Following with a cannon he brought tho bal's together, and 
when the break finished the gamo was called—~Buntiog 451, Roberts 
101. Bunting did not score, and Roberts then mado 14 off the balls, 
when his opponent again played a capital break up to 478. Roberts, 
from 119, mado a succession cf splendid cannons in the baulk, and 
the game was called—Bunting 451, Roborts 141, Ultimately he went 
round the cushion, put in his opponent’s ball, scored a “ loser " off the 
red, then a “ winner” into the right middle pocket, and finally ob- 
taining the spot stroke, which he managed as he only can manage, or 
as one clever player in the room said, * There's only one man in the 
world can play billiarda properly, and he’s not far off just now." By 
a lotof splondid back strokes and runs tothe top cushion, he kept the 
ball rolling from pocket to pocket, whilst. the whole assemblage 
showed their immense gratification by frequent applause. Roberts 
174, and Bunting 478 was the game, and the red still dribbled into the 
top "pockets until the score reached 213, when another burst of applause 
greoted our champion, who continued his scoring to 225, when the 
cherry colour hobbod in the loft pocket mouth, but after a second 
dropped in, and he played on, only breaking down at 231, Bunting 
A738, 112 offthe balis. Bunting now played, and wag heartily up- 
plauded for a fine cannon off the top cushion followed by a good break, 
which left the game, Bunting 512, Noberts 231. Roberts then played a 
full and powerful screw, but, for want of chalk, his cue slipped, and, 
acoo was the consequence. Bunting improved his position, going 
up to 539, and afterwards 642, Roberts also making his way to 263, 
and subsequently to 298, afior a “follower” to the top, and bringing 
out his adversary's ball. After scoring into the third “ century,” 
whilat Bunting stood at 558, odds of £20 to £10 were offered on tho 
chajnpion, who directly increased his game to 3419, and then to 859, 
Banting having also scored 675.  Toberts presently followed with 
another 34, when he gaveup the sue, Bunting, m asing lis chance, 
again let John get in, and with advantage too, for after suveral claver 
losers he madoaclean, well-played7 stroke, Bunting, about this a’age 
of the game, made some capital twist and side cannons, showing his 
ability to perform, save inthe presence of one so much his superior. After 
a fino break or two, Roberts was sailing away, with tho balls well in the 
centre of the table, but unluckily he put in hia opponent's ball, and the 
game was called Bunting 504, to Koborts 455. Bunting ecored, then 
gave a miss, and John again got hold of the balls, and managed and 
mancouvred so well with the middle pocket losers, which he first scored 
on one ride, thon the other, with admirable strength, that ho left the 
game 501 to Buuting’s 602, At twenty minutes past nino a rest of about 
a quarter of an hour was allowed, and on play being resumed Roberts 
increased his game to 523,then tob44, Bunting making in themeantime 
up to 622 only, The red now stood in baulk, and Roberts being inhand 
anid, “Now, gentlemen, Vil show you a new-fashioned miss.” This he 
did by atrikin g his ball on the top and forcing it against the left cushion 
out of baullk, from whence it rebonnded witha peculiar twist into the D, 
Bunting gavo another miss, and his adversary madea7 stroke and a lot 
of clever shots till the scores appearod, Roberts 587, Bunting 628. 
Hach made amall breaka, aud when the fall game was again called it 
stood, Bunting 638, Roberts 617. Some capital losing hazards scored 
by the latter player left but 1 in the gama, then he let go the cuo, but 
Bunting failing to add to his number, left the red and white togethor 
in tho right top corner pocket mouth. Roborta declared hia intention 
of playing on to the balls, and of making both the cannon, and, with 
a lot cf side, a losing hazard, both of which he did cleverly, and was 
heartily cheered, Game, Roberts 680, Bunting 638, and afterwards 
Gh2. Roberts then got his favourite spot stroke, and scored up to 716 
and almost immediately followed up with threo 6 strokes in succession, 
all played for, and left off at 747, Bunting’s game, after two or threo 
good shots, and a break, was called 648, then 653 and 655, to Robert, 
763, the odd 8 being added by a magnilicent side stroke from undor the 
cushion. Of courao it was now “all Lombard-strect to a small orange,8 
and though Bunting was loudly applauded for his good and spirited 
play, it becamo patent that he must succumb to ‘ne Champion,” whose 
form has not in the least deteriorated through his visit to Australia.
